'I'liu Imperial Bullulo limit. 


The telegraph has announced 'the resul 


of the first daj's hunt fay the Imperial party 
on the plains of Nebraska last Monday.— 
A correspondent who accompanies the pav- 
ty describes-the hunt and the party In ,con- 
aideraole detail. 'Of the camp prepared1 fo 
the Imperial party he writes: 
:-: ' 


"This Camp Alexis embraces about fou 


acres of ground, and is situated on & low 
grassy plateau, from which tho snow 'ha 
been removed at tho junction of the llei 
Willow with, one of its small but now fro 
zen tributaries. Two Companies of Unitec 
States Cavahy E and K of the Second Hegi- 
ment, are located here for Ihe purpose o 
his grand' ducal buil'alo hunt. Tlid catnj 
faces south, and looks out on Ked Willov 
Creek. Twelve"new'wall tents, fitted ;up 
with all camp conveniences including coni- 
fortable stools, are arranged in a line for: the 
accommodation of the guests. 
. .^ _^r 
The'dinlng room of our camp is forinec 


;out of two large marquese;and is very hah'd- 
,somely festooned inside with liags. Asump 
'tuous banquet was presented before the 
:guests,altcr all had reached the ground, las 
evening, The meal included different varieties 
;of game to be found on the western prairies. 
Choice wiues were served with the dilTereu 
courses. On the run to tho Hed Willow 
General Cnstar killed a prairie :chickeu will 
;a rifle ball, and the Grand IJnke was EO de- 
lighted at the shot—it took off Ihe chicken's 
;hoad—that he wanted a slice oi it. for his 
dinner. Accordingly the bird vm cooked 
after we carno into camp, and tho Duke 
relished it exceedingly. 


Tho splendid suuset of the previous eve 


uing was quite surpassed by the brllllao 
coloring ot the clouds thbt hung over the 
horizon at dawn of the succeeding morning 
Tho sun, however, soon dispelled the float 
Ing vapors, and the sky presenffld nothing 
but the sun itself in an unbroken field .0 
blue. The weather here is wonderful for this 
season of the year; the day has been warm 
and beautiful. 
Overcoats have been quite 


unnecessary, and some who brought them 
found them cumbersome. 


Very early in tbe morning Buffalo Bil 


went out to see what Iho prospects iwerj 
Beforoten o'clock he. returned with tidingt 
that about fifteen miles distant there was u 
herd oi .buffalo browsing ou the,grass tha 
grows on the divide between the Bed Willow 
and the Medicine. This was pleasing uevys 
to tho Grand Duko and all the other ap'orli- 
rneu. Orders were given at once to make 
tho necessary preparations to follow and to 
find them. Accordingly, soon after break- 
fast, the hunters in our party, armed to.Iho 
teeth, were snugly in their saddles. Gen 
Sheridan, being slightly liidispostd, did no 
conic out with us in the morning, but w 
found in Custar,whowas assigned tho duty 
of the Initiation of Ilia Imperial Higu'nes 
into the mysteries ol butl'alo hunting, the 
most dashing cavalry ulliccr in the service 
next to Gen. Sheridan. ., , . . . . :. 
.. The Grand Duke's hunting dress wa 
very appropiiate and simple. It consisted o 
jacket and trowsers .of heavy gray, cloth, 
trimmed with green, the buttons, bearing thi 
Imperial Kusslan coat 'of arms; ho,, wore hi: 
boots outside his trowsers j his cap was an 
Australian turban, with cloth top. He car 
rled a Kussian hunting knife and the Smitl 
& Wesson revolver recently .presented to 
him and bearing tho coat of arms of the 
United States and of Russia on tho. handle 


General Custar appeared in his well-linown 


frontier buckskin hunting costume, and'i 
instead of the comical sealskin hat lie won 
he had only had leathers fastened iii his (low 
lug hair, ho would have passed at a distance 
for a great Indian chief. .Buffalo Bill's drcs 
was somethinpt similar to Custar's. 
Whei 


the three started off from camp together, thi 
Duke, Custar and Bill—all largo and power 
fill and all hardy hunters—they attracted th( 
attention and admiration of every one. Moa 
of the members of the Impeual party won 
along and all the staff pfliccrs in camp: 
. 


The face of the country was very inucl 


broken np, and the snow In some spots was 
eighteen inches deep. Tlio Gland Duke 
vailed himself of Custar's experience,- asbci 
many questions, and practiced running ."and 
shooting at imaginary buffaloes as he weu'tj 
Bulled us up and down and round ravines 
and over rolling lands—and sometimes with 
in sight of howling'wolves—a (distance o 
nearly fifteen miles, when, just as we gallop 
ed up the rugged slope to the divide,we came 
close upon part of the herd that we had 
seen. The Duke and Custar charged togeth 
er, but what seemed singular to the hunters 
tho buffaloes did not run j they stood at bay 
'as If they had been expecting the imperla 
party, and as if to say "come on ,;",bul 
Custar charged through an open, space anc 
scattered them. He kept his eye close mi a 
big bull that was waiting "to go for" the 
Grand Duke. Alexis, however, rode'close 
up to the animal and put'a couple of plsto 
shots in him, when lie started down the ra;
